Between French President and Rus-

REVAL, July 27.—The harbor of Re- 
val was bathed 4 sunshine for the 
meeting between Emperor Nicholas of 
Russia and President Fallieres of 
France, which occurred this afternoon. 
The ceremony was similar to that 
at the recen! interview between King 
Edward and the Emperor. 

President Fallierer arrived here at 3 
o'clock in the afternoon on the French 
battleship Verite, which was escorted 
by the armored cruiser Dupet Thours 
and the gunboat Cassini. He found 
awaiting him the principal part of 
Russia's fighting Met, including the 
battleships Slava and Czarevich and 
the cruisers Bogatyr, Oleg and Ad- 
miral Makaroff drawn up in two 
lines. 

The French squad'on, by making a 
Sweeping maneuver around the end of 
the Russian Une, „k up an assigned 
position between the two rows, the 
Verite dropping anchor between the 
Emperor's yacht Standart and the 
Dowager Empress yacht Polar Star, 
which,. by a speciai mark of favor, 
was assigned to Admiral Touchard, 
the French Ambassador to Russia, to 
be used as his residence during the 
President's intervie... . 
As the French ships swung into 
place, a series of salutes was fired 
and the crews of both nations ex- 
changed hearty and prolonged cheers. 
The strains of the “Marseillaise,” so 
long interdicted in Kussia on account 
of its revolutionary connections, were 
heard on the quarter deck of the 
Standart and the Russian warships. 
The Emperor immediately sent Ad- 
miral Dikof,- Minister of Marine, to 
pid President Fallieres welcome to Rus- 
sia. After a short interval the French 
President, accompanied by his suite, 
on a gorgeous stat barge towed by a 
launch, proceeded to the Standart to 
make the acquaintar.ce of the Russian 
Emperor.

The police reported to the members 
of the Council privately that it is sim- 
ply impossible te keep the streets open 
for traffic in the afternoons and even- 
ings if no limit is placed on the num- 
ber of meetings that may be held in 
the retail district. 

Under the provisions of the new or- 
dinance no meetings may be held

street meetings in the 
retaji districta must be stopped, but 
he is not certain that the ordinance 
provides the proper boundaries for a 
restricted district. He wanted to wait 


once to prevent 
a repetition of the meetings of Satur- 
day and Sunday evenings in the center 
of the city. 

“If the district is found to be too 
narrow or too short we can extend it 
at any time,“, said he, “but it is neces- 
sary that we take some action now 
to stop these indiscriminate meetings.”

The $2,000,000 contract for building 
the Jawbone division of the Los An- 
geles aqueduct will probably go to 
Los Angeles contractors. Of the sev- 
en bids submitted yesterday that of 
John Moran is reported to be lowest. 
Moran represents a syndicate of South- 
ern California contractors. He is 4 
railroad and cement contractor and 
has done a great deal of work for the 
county. 

Moran’s bid for the contract a 3 
whole is $2,286,247. This is said to be 
about $50,000 lower than the bid of a 
syndicate of New York contractors 
and $300,000 lower than some of the 
other bids.

Your free 
speech and our free speech and “Doc” Howton’s 
free speech are just as free under the new ordi- 
nance as they have ever been; but in the exercise 
of our great white right of free speech we 
trespass upon the sacred rights of the rest 
public; a small] minority must not usurp the 
of the great majority. The streets, parks 
lie squares are set apart for the uses of the public, 
and no person nor organization can rightfully take 
possession of them for uses other than those 
which they have been dedicated. 

That is the gist of this business. No 
bing minority should or will be permitted 
struct the streets and sidewalks, hi 
passage of the great majority, annoying 
unpleasant sounds, dinning into their ears noises 
they prefer not to hear,

streets and sidewalks open and letting the selfish 
irreligious, penny-greedy preachers and spouters 
deliver themselves in appropriate places, where 
those who want to hear may, while those whe 4o 
not may.not be imposed upon, annoyed, bullyragged, 
pestered, importuned or insulted. 

Sunday furnished an excellent exemplification of 
the results of surrendering the streets to this little 
group of prigs and mountebanks, who simply burn 
with a desire to lift up their voices. It was im- 
possible to rest or read or enjoy one’s self in Cen- 
tral Park or other breathing places, Processions 
of these stem-wound vocalists, black, white and 
yellow, male and female, marched around the parks 
and shrilled like steam calliopes, yelling from just 
outside the curbs at every group of quiet and well- 
disposed persons on the benches. They harassed 
every man, woman and child out for an airing, and 
disturbed the worshipers in the churches, taking 
particular pains to make their loudest demonstra- 
tions in front of the open church doors. The Day 
of Rest was transformed into a Bedlam by these 
sacrilegious, insane and empty voices—-just voices, 
nothing else. If the city authorities had 
this sort of thing to continue, Los Angeles (which 


is, of course, a paradise for all sorts of r per- 
formers) would soon win a reputation to that 
of Paterson, N. J., a fame most and pes- 


tilential. 

These vocalists with no brains, no training, ne 
vocation to preach, no right to instruct the rest of 
us how to live or how to think, but simply possessed 
of an inordinate ambition to make themselves hear] | 
above all other voices—these street preachers, soap- 
box orators, socialist spouters and anarchist ranters 
should, by all means, have the greatest freedom of 
speech; they should have the largest opportunity to 
get these boisterous bugs out of their bug-reposi- 
tories; but they certainly have no valid reason for 
complaint if they are not permitted to foist them 
upon an unwilling public, to monopolize the side- 
walks, to blockade the public streets, to obstruct the 
common passageways, to vex, hinder, trespass 
upon, poison or punish the great majority of their 
fellow-citizens, outnumbering them a thousand to 
one, for whose legal uses the streets, parks and pub- 
lic squares are set apart, and who wish to peace- { 
fully use them for rest, recreation, for passing from 
place to place and for the transaction of business, 
and whom it is unnecessary’ to disturb, affront, 
sing to, “spellbind,” inoculate or squawk at while 
there are so many places where the spouters, Holy 
Rollers, ranters and soap-boxers cgn disport them- 
selves without doing violence to anybody—or any- 
thing but the unprotesting air—and where all who 
so desire can gather to see apd hear, and expose 
themselves to infection. .

1 MELON INDUSTRY. 

Early in the season great expectations wers 
entertained of the new melon industry in the Im- 
perial country. Melons in this article include can- 


taloupes. 

First shipments brought satisfactory returns, 
and then followed a great setback to the business. 
Many shipments did not pay freight; some paid 
nothing. The trouble, however, was not over 
production; it was under-consumption. : 

Imperial people must not lose courage. They must 
take counsel. The counsel is easily got. If the 
melon shippers will come up, here to Los Angeles 
they may learn how to market their crop. The cit- 
rus fruit shippers have been through the same 
ty 

son. 

In times past citrus. fruit men worked at cross 
purposes. There was too sharp competition. Rival 
organizations tried to “do each other up” by ship- 
ping too many oranges into one place at the same 
time, so as to break the market. They learned that 
breaking the market for one side broke it for the 
other. 

The citrus fruit shippers got together. Now they 
have a system of distribution which works mo:t 
admirably. They advertise their product and in- 
crease the demand, finding new markets every year. 
Markets are well supplied, but not glutted. During 
this season there will be marketed 30,000 carloads 
of citrus fruit without a scratch of “red ink.” 

The melon people did not purposely break the 
market, but by lack of concert of action too much 
competition failed to distribute the crop properly. 
The eastern market will take more melons than this 
year’s crop in Imperial if the shippers will get to- 
gether and see that the markets ate not glutted at 
any point. 

Another thing the citrus fruit men learned is 
that the railroads can route fruit better than the 
shippers. Without concert of action, one road might 
get most of the shipments for a week or two, then 
most might go to another road, and so on. The 

ted road could not handle the perishable 
fruit with promptness, and some would rot. By 
leaving the roads freedom of action the business 
can be distributed properly and all cars handled 
promptly. 

Next season we expect to see the melon crop at 
Im successfully marketed and a great indus- 
try built up, provided the fruit is properly handled 
and—mark you—well advertised. We must let a 
world of melon-lovers know about the merits of 
this luscious California fruig and find new markets 
in ten thousand little cities and towns,

Under steam and in calm weather the captain of 
a vessel never leaves the bridge a moment while 
running through Lake St. Clair. —
